Chopin's Etudes Op.10, No.12: The Revolutionary Etude 


Chopin is called the “Poet of the Piano,” tha nk s to his lilting 
waltzes and charming nocturnes with romantic, colorful melodies 
and harmonies. The Revolutionary Etude, one of his most famous 
pieces, is an unusual one, with swelling left hand passages and 
a melody full of octaves and chords that convey a frenzied 
bloodlust to the listener. Behind this intense musical piece, one 
will find Chopin's feelings for his family and homeland. 

Because his home country of Poland is surrounded 
by Austria, Germany, and Russia, it has been invaded time and 
again by its neighbors. When Chopin was born, Poland belonged 
to Russia. In November of 1830, at 20 years old, Chopin set out 
for Vienna, the "City of Music", in search of a place to perform. 
Soon after he left, there was an uprising as Poland fought for 
independence. Knowing that his family and friends were fighting 
against Russia back home, it was only with terrible reluctance 
that Chopin went to Paris. On the road there he learned that the 
fight for independence had ended in defeat, with his homeland 
assimilated into Russia. 

“And here I am, traveling!” he wrote. “...Sometimes I 
can only groan and suffer and pour out my despair at the piano— 
I'm going to lose my mind!” 

He wrote the Etudes around this time dedicating 
them to piano virtuoso Franz Liszt, who named this piece The 
Revolutionary. Perhaps he sensed in it the maddening sadness 
and love that Chopin felt for his home and family.
